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REMARKS 

This Amendment is responsive to the Office Action dated January 25, 2008. All 
rejections and objections of the Examiner are respectfully traversed. Reconsideration and further 
examination is respectfully requested. 

Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for his helpfulness in reviewing the claim 
amendments prior to official submission and indicating that the amendments would overcome 
the rejections under 35 U.S. C. 101. 

The amendments to the claims are made for the purpose of clarifying and more precisely 
claiming the invention.
